2; The only de-regulationized tracts of Bengal are the Chittagong Hill-tracts — 
see the Chittagong Hill-tracts Regulation, 1900 (1 of 1900), sections 2 and 4 (printed in 
Vol. I, p. 789). 

3. The enactments which are in force in tlie Chittagong Hill-tracts are (with the 
exceptions noted in paragraph 4) entered in the Table printed on pages 82 to 89, po$^. 
As will l>e seen from the entries in column 8 of the Table, most of these enactments 
were declared iii force by Kegidations and some by Acts. Some, however, were 
likewise declared in force by notification, and all such notifications will Iw found 
on page 91, poBt. 

4. The enactments in force in Chittagong Hill-tracts which are omitted from the 
Table are those which partially repeal enactments included in the Scliedule U Regulation 
1 of 1900 but are not mentioned expressly in that Schedule. Such enactments have 
effect in tlie Chittagong Hill tracts by virtue of the words “So much as may, from time 
to time, be in force in the district of Chittagong In column 4 of the Schedule. 

5. In filling up columns 5 and 6 of the Table, the practice has been as 
follows : — 

(1) In the case of enactments included in the Schedule to the Chittagong Hill- 

tracts Regulation, 1900 (1 of 1900), the provisions of i^ection 4 (/)of the 
‘ ilogulatioii, and the contents of column 4 of the Schedule appended to the 

Regulation, have lieeii entered in cultiinn 5 of the Table, while the contents 
of column 5 of the Schedule have been entered in column 6 of the Table. 

(2) In the case of enactments declared in force by notiticutioii, the relevant portions 

of such notificatioiis are reproduced or referred to in column 6. 

6. Since columns 5 and 6, as explaineil aliove, show, in respect of each enactment, 
such particulars only as are given in the Regulation or Notification cited in respect 
of it in column 8, the effect of any later enactments entered in the Table should be 
borne in mind wdien reading the entries in the former columns. 

7. It should lie borne in mind that when an enactment is declared in force in any 
place by notification, it is to be taken as having bQcn declared in force os textuaUy 
altered by subsequent legislation (if any) up to the date of the notification. This is 
sometimes, but not always, expressed in the notifications theniselves ; but, whether 
expressed or not, such repeals and amendments are not noted in column 6 of the Table 
unless they are detailed in the notifications. 

8. All repeals and amendments can bo traced by referring to the Chronological 

Tables printed in Vol. I, pages x to xxxiii, Vol. II, pages i to xv, and Vol. Ill, » 

to ix or (in the cose of General Acts) to Table II of the “ Chronological Tables of
